Dr. Oliver To nks in the Outlo o k Mag­ 
azine sho ws the difficulties o f distin­ 
guishing real fro m spurio us antiquities. 
Here is o ne o f his anecdo tes: 
At times the fo rger is co ntent to take 
ancient fragm ents o f ancient vases o r 
statuettes and co mplete them with clay 
o r plaster o f paris. 
These new “o ld” 
wares he then paints up and passes to 
the unsuspecting, and so metimes sus­ 
pecting, purchaser as real antiques. 
The sto ry is to ld o f a fo rger in Athens 
that he pro tested that when he had fin­ 
ished “impro ving” an antique he him­ 
self co uld no t always tell Avhere the 
genuine part ceased and the false be­ 
gan. 
Under such circumstances It 
may no t be wo ndered that at times 
even experts are tricked. 
The fo llo Aving incident sho ws ho w 
fo rgeries turn up in very unexpected 
places : One ho t day a party o f us were 
to iling up a steep ascent In the island 
o f Melo s Avhen we saAV abo ve us a 
number o f Greeks seated o n a parapet 
o f ruins.

Boothe was arrested and had his trial 
in Madison where I attend the trial 
He was acquitted but re-arrested and 
fined twelve hundred dollars. The 
tine was promptly made up for him 
and tbe colored people gave him a 
gold headed cane 
This was in 18 57 ,1 
think, you, also told about tbe pony 
express, a stage line running from St. 
Louts to San Francisco which started j 
in *51 or ’58 
I went to work for th e 1 
company ^ooa after U was marled, 
and was ?eut to ArlXjna and station­ 
ed at the Worst place on tbe whole 
liae; called Apoeha Pass 
This place 
was about a mile from the Camp of 
the 
Chief 
Cacherse. 
While there 
President Bucbanen’s message was 
carried 
through by our line on a 
wager with a Steam Ship line, the 
latter orossing tbe Isthmus at Pana­ 
ma 
Our line reaohed tbe destination 
about ten hours in advanee of Boat 
Line. 
It was forty miles to the next sat* 
tion west called 
Dragoon Springs. 
Two of our men took the mail and 
message from our station, on mules, 
and having ridden too fast bad to 
walk the last five or Bix miles.
